The Rev. B. R. Allaboiifrh do- 
livere<l the invoeation. 

The Prehidont annonncod that 
the Mayor of IlArriHltur); waH out of 
town and had deni^nated Mr. JameM 
A. Bell, Manager of the Board of 
Trade, to lake hia place. It nave 
him pleasure to inlro<lnce Mr. 
Bell, who delivered the followiii^ 
addrcHH «if welcome : "Mr. Chair- 
man, LatlieH and Gentlemen of the 
Convention : I know of but one of 
Hieater [tieannn^ in life than that (»f 
making a warming addrenN, and 
that in, not to make one. An<l yet 
i am warmed by the entliUHiantic 
welcome which you have been 
pl«H.sed to acooid me; an<I I naanre 
you I appreciate the pleaHiire of (ex- 
tending a heaity welcome to ihiN 
dpieinlitl body of repreHcnlative 
citizonH who have thuH honore<l uh 
by your preHonce. I am, on th(» 
other hand, dauiitod, when 1 con- 
Hidttr flrHt of all that I am encroach- 
ing on your patience and valuable 
lime; for I recognizo that you are 
enlinled in tlie jjieateMt aeivice that 
can be rendered liiimanity — namely, 
that of giving a right education, 
phyHically, intellitctually, morally 
and reli|;iouHly, and that the work 
yoH have undertaken ia one of a 
Npecial nature, for a apeninc clawi. 
Ho that no child of (}od may live 
with an onfeei>led biMly, a fiaikened 
mind, a (tallouN heart or a i»ervert- 
ed conHcience. 

"I oongratnlnto you on behalf of 
the citi/enH of Ilariiabiirg on youi 
Hplondid achievnmentH of the paHt, 
and hope that in yourdelil)erationfl, 
in your convention now aHS(*nibled, 
you may plan ho aa to continue thiH 
ulmoHt iniracnIouN work in the 
future, with even inttre HHliafaulory 
and prouuuncu<l reanltH. On behalf 
of hia Honor the Mayor of the bent 
city on the North American Vm\- 
tiiient (applauHc), and the entire 
cilJy.enHliip of llarriaburg, I extend 
to you a moNt liearty and cordial 
welcome, and thank you moHt hIu- 
cerely for thia lionor. (ApplaiiNo)." 
Rev. Mr. Allabongh made the 
reRponae to the adtlreaH of welc(nne 
for the Society, aH followH : "Mr. 
I'reflideiil, LadieH and (Jeiitlemon 
of the C!<inveution: In behalf of 
the convention and of the Hoclety I 
extend thankH to the repreHontativo 
of the Mayor for hin kind wordH of 
welcome. Wn all appre<!iale what 
he haM aaid ; we all felt Intereat^'d 
in tlie good wonla that he had nay, 
'I'he deaf aie law abirling citiKenH: 
you don't n^MHl to call the i>olio« to 
cume hero and watch (tuHn.

we are gathering together now; but 
on dilTerent daya of the week. The 
fliMt time we met here, the tlrst 
meeting was on WedncHday; but 
now the flrnt is on Tliuiwday. 
Thirty years ago when they met 
here, Hoyt was governor at the 
time. He made a speech — an ad- 
dress—in the convention here. 
Mayor Herman of the city gave an 
addiess. He stood up and spelled 
on his fingers: "I welcome you." 
As for Mr. Bell, he ought to ilo the 
same thing. (Applau.se). You (^d- 
ilre^simj Mr. Bell) are behiucl tiie 
times. You must learn the A, B, 
C of the alplial>et. Let some one 
give you a card. But |>erhapH you 
know more about the deaf than 
Mayor Herman knew. With meet- 
ings of the society and the oppor- 
tnnitiea that have been had for 
reading about them in the paper, 
you know moi-e al>out them than 
Mayor Herman did at the time." 

" Thirty years ago in the conven- 
tion here there were 80 deaf persons 
in tlie audience ; 42 were members 
of the society ; now we have charter 
Qiemliers that have never failed to 
pay up their dues and keep them- 
Helves regular from the time they 
joined the HO<'lety : H. H B. Mc- 
Masler, of I'ittHburg ; B. V. Wida- 
Bian, of Greensburg ;R. M. Ziegler, 
of Carlisle ; Mr. B. R. Allabongh, 
Mr. Thomas Breen, of Philadel- 
phia ; Mr. an<l Mrs. Moh(«h Huymau, 
of New York ; Miss Julia A. Foley, 
fi-om I'hiladelphia ; Mrs. H. E. 
Stevens, that usfld to be Mies T«H8ie 
tilonn. 

Of the forty-two members at the 
beginning (that is, thirty years 
ago, wlien they mot here), twenty- 
five of thoin are still living ; aeven- 
leeu lire dead ; and twelve ate still 
Diem Iters. Thirty years ago, wlien 
they met here, the peo[>le of the 
State kn«w very little altout the 
deaf of Pennsylvania ; but every 
year they have been having con- 
ventiona in different ciliea and atir- 
ring np more inlersHt and eatbusi- 
asm ; and we have now one of the 
strongest organizations in the 
United Slates, if not the strongest. 

It is looked upon by other slateM 
as a model organ ixat ion. 'IMie 
name that they choan — the Ponnayl- 
vania AsRociation for the Advaune- 
meut of I lie Deaf — hail been copied 
by other States. Now they have 
throe obj(>(>ts : to a«lvaHce the inter- 
ests of the deaf of tiie Stale — if any 
one is tloing the <^auHe an injury by 
misrepresentatiou, or by any 
criminal acta, it is the buainow of 
thin assoolatioa to fltop that if (XMsi' 
ble ; hut the next pur|iose is the 
Homo — giving a great deal of at- 
tention to the Home and the work- 
ing for the aim of Helf-support for 
the Home. The gatlioriug of an 
en<iowinent fund, that will make 
tho Home solf-aupporling : that is 
the supreme object. 

I invitit Mr. Bell, who address«d 
us ; and also the Mayor, and (he 
Mayor's Secretary, to come and visit 
the Home, and see for theuiselves 
what has been doiH) at Do>iesU>wi). 
Not only to visit it, but to bring 

truur purse with you and llnanoially 
lelp. ( Applause)." 

The Prcsi<leiif gave Mr. Hell an 
alphabet card and told him that he 
wantA<l to give him an npiiortnnity 
to catoh up. Next time they got 
together he could spell the welcome 
on his lingers. ( liHughter and ap- 
plause ). 

The S«Miiiuiry, Mr. Ziegler, 
turned to Mr. Bell and said : 

" As soon as you have mastered 
it, just let mu know ; and I will son 
that the convent iun comes horo 
ngain. (Apptauae)."

The Secretary said that ho had 
received a letU«r from Mra. Clara 
E. Dnnlap, of BMXiklyn, N. Y., 
and she wanteil to ttxtend hergreet- 
iiigH to the (^oHvenlion (applause.) 

Vice I'resident itreen took the 
chair and Preeidunt Reider proceed 
ed to deliver his annual address 
(Copy already pnblishetl in the 
.lomiNAL.) 

'I'he I'resident n'qiiesled the 
secretary to reail the luinutos of 
the Reading met^ting held last 3-oar. 

The secrutary said : 

" 'I'lte minutes uf the twenty- 
fourth annual meeting (last year) 
all have bean print.ed and dislribnt- 
ed among the inembeiH. U yon 
(lud any thing that is in error, you 
can cull the president's attention to 



it and a change can be made cor- 
rected." 

The miuntes were appioved witli- 
out a dissenting vote. 

Tlie secretary then said : 

"This pamphlet contains the 
work of the Board of Managers, 
Board of Trustees, Local Branch 
and every thing — aJl the work they 
have done. It would take all day, 
if we undoitook to ex|)lain what 
has been done in that rop'ort ; so 
wo are going to give out these re- 
ports and you can read at your 
leisure Tomorrow morning, per- 
li.ips, there will be some time hoie 
for picking out certain things for 
discussion."

The President spoke as folloivs : 

" I want to give sonie notices. 
I<'or llie Iiulustiial Bureau, general 
quest ions for the National Orgaiiina 
tion of the Deaf, Mr. Lyman M. 
Hunt sent me a pile of theee 
blanks to dislribute among the deaf 
here. 1 n'quest you to answer the 
questions here. Some of them are 
very pertinent questions. They 
ask about your occnpatious and 
where you live, and what method 
yon were educated under, and 
qtiesl ions of that ohai-a-eter. How 
much property you have, how many 
cattle, etc., and so on. It is a good 
plan. The desire is to get statistics 
— complete au<l satisfactory statis- 
tics in regard to the deaf. It is 
not for the purpo.se of publishing 
your uamee, nor making a public 
matter of it, but jnst simply in 
order to gather statistics. I have 
them on the desk; and yon are at 
liberty to get them after the meet- 
ing is over. The President of the 
National Aseooiation of the Deaf, 
Mr. Olof Hanson, has sent applica- 
tion blanks for joining the national 
urganiiation, to be distributml to 
this convention. If yon are a sup- 
porter of the N. A. D., you are 
asked to join. I think there are 
euuiigh of thes«» to give one to 
everybody." 

Rev. B. R. Allabongh then .said : 
" As I am a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the National As- 
eociation of the Deaf, I want to say 
a few words alKMtt the tvHSOcialion. 
President Hanson, in his last let- 
ter to me (that I receive*! just a few 
days ago) asked mo to make an ex- 
planation to you almut the or- 
gani/.ation. Mr. HaiiMiu wants 
your cooperation in the national 
plan and arrangement. It is for 
the interest of the American deaf — 
the deaf at large, over the conn try ; 
and Mr. Hanson wants you to un- 
derstand the national association is 
not planned or intended to interfere 
with your rights. It will irsjreet 
your lights. It will respect your 
opinions, liut it wants j our help 
and enconragenient at tliis time, 
which is a critical time. Perhaps 
you have heard that in Nebraska 
just awhile buck a law was piussed 
requliing the oral method U) be 
used in the schools for the deaf. 
The National Associaliou thinks 
that is not right : it is not op|Mtsi- 
tion to the metluxl : the method is 
all right, we do not mean to stand 
for signs through thick and thin, 
but for principle. It is not right 
for the legislature t») pass a law re- 
quiring that any special method 
sluHl bo taught in the .scliools. It 
is bust to leave it to the judgment 
of the ofUcers of the in.stitutions 
The asHOcialion is now engaged in 
the struggle for that principle If 
you feel disint^'iested, and don't 
care to have auythiitg to do wilh it, 
that is all right, that is your privi 
lege. The society — national society 
— also must have liiiids to carij' on 
\\» work ; it can not do work with- 
out money." Applause.

Rev. C. O. Dantzer then deliver- 
ed the Oration of the evening. (It 
has already been printed in the 
.TouBNAL, issue of Angus! 31st.) 

By invitation of the President, 
Mr. J. A. Mcllvaiue, .Jr., Secretary 
of the Boai-d of Trustees of the 
Home at Doyloslon ; Mr. Morrill, 
(»f Wasliiiiglon, 1). C. ; Miss Emma 
Atkinson, of Hartford, Ct. ; Mr. 
Win. H. Lipsett, Piesidcnt of the 
IMiiladelphia Local Branch; 
Cli.iiles I'^riant, President of 
Johnstown Local Branch, and 
S. 8. Haas, the founder of 
Nortlininberland Ijocal liranch (just 
organized, and called " baby 
branch ") made addresses.

Prayer by Rev. C. O. Dantzer. 

Mr. R. K. Underwoml, of Phila- 
dolphia, roail the following paper 
on " Fraternal Societies of the 
Deaf" (written by W. L. Davis, 
State orgaui7A3r N. F. S. D. for 
Peuusylrauia): 

fratbrnal. hocibtirs op the drap. 

" 7') the Pre.tulpnf mid MeinJter.s^ of 
the Pennsylvania Sociefy for 
(he Advnncetnrnt of the Deaf in 
Convention asfiembled : — 

" In ludialf of the National Order 
and of Philadelphia Division No. 
30, National Fiatornal Society of 
the Deaf, I extended greetings. 

In speaking of Fraternal Societies 
of the Deaf, it would seem out of 
place should I not preface my re- 
marks with a lirief outline of the 
N. F. S. D., its history and work- 
ings. 

" Entirely different from the P. 
S. A. I), whose benevolent work is 
in maintaining a Homo for the Aged 
and Infirm Deaf — a great under- 
taking, indeed — the N. F. S. D. is a 
Fraternal Society paying sick and 
death beiielits ami working on tlii> 
Lodge order. 

"Organized in 1901 and re-iMj;,im- 
zed in 1907 with a memliership of 
500, the N. F. S. D. has taken snch 
strides that it has banded together 
np to the present time, approxi- 
mately ITiOO intelligent, white, able- 
bodieil deaf men, in a goiuiine F'ra- 
t*«rnity for mutual lieiieflt and pro- 
tuction — no other Fraternal organi- 
zation of the deaf exists at present 
wlios(> scope and aim is so wide. 

" It is a well known fact that the 
deaf man has experienced ditVicul- 
ties with Insurance Companies and 
Fiaternal organizations of the hear- 
ing. TI\o nuwt liMiH>rt!UH factor 
being deafness and loa.s of speech 
and the deaf man in a liodgo for 
Hie hearing generally finds himself 
in uu embarriu^ing {KUiition when 
it comes to uuderslandiug the 



ceremories of the ortler which are 
conducted not in the mother tongue 
of the deaf, but in the oral verna- 
cular. 

" A few of you present have 
tried various lo<Iges of its heating — 
some of you have passed the re- 
st rict ion and have lieen admittei) — 
outside of its death and sick l>ene- 
fits, what have yon gained ? 

" III other cases you are turned 
down and your application rejected 
not because you are physically un- 
fit, but for the prime reason that 
yon can not follow the ceremonies 
and ritual. 

" The old saying that " birds of 
a feathei flock together," and this 
would apply to the deaf, for is it 
not anothei fact that the deaf are 
bound to associate more with those 
of their own class than with the 
hearing. Their natural tongue or 
means of communication brings 
them closely touether 

" What the deaf are deprived of 
in hearing societies, the N. F. S. D. 
is in the field to meet hy putting 
them on the same plane as a class 
with their hearing brethren. It has 
established to the insurance world 
and toils various State insurance 
coninii.ssions that the deaf, as a 
Fratern.'il body, are able to take 
care of themselves. 

"The rates of the N. P. S. D, 
being based on the experience of 
years and that adopted by the Na- 
tional Fraternal Congress, which is 
the standard in most l<'raternal so- 
cieties of the hearing, places every 
able-bodied white deaf man in a 
position to provide for loved ones, 
to insure them against want, de- 
gradation and the poorhouse. It 
is an investment of money in a 
noble and unselfish cause. 

" From my own experience with 
clubs and societies of the hearing, 
no Fraternal order in existence is 
belter prepared to cater to tlie deaf 
on the Lodge plan than the N. F. 
S. D. 

Its ever increasing memliership is 
the most positive proof of its suc- 
cess. It has paid thousands of dol- 
lars in sick and death lieneflts, ful- 
filling its guarantee to its memliers 
to the letter, and is so financially 
situated that from last report there 
W!is a balance on hand of 114,000. 

"The society l)oing chartered by 
the State of Illinois, is subject to 
inspection by the insurance depart- 
ment of that State and its books 
and vouchers are open to its mem- 
bers or their legal representatives 
at all times. 

" Its officers are men of reliability 
and integrity, the grand financial 
secretary and the grand treasurer 
as well as all division treasurers, 
are Iwndod by surety companies, 
thus safeguarding all flnnncial mat- 
ters. 

" Wo have the endorsement of 
nearly every State association of 
the deaf, and I take this opportunity 
of api>ealing to your pooiety that it 
instruct the committee on resolu- 
tions to ondonie the National Fra- 
ternal Society of the Deaf, as a 
body deserving of the support of 
the deaf of Pennsylvania." 

Then followed the dlscn.ssion of 
Mr. Davis' paper, in which Messrs. 
Ziegler, Dantr.^r, Allabongh, Reider 
all thought it was a good plan, and 
felt it was safe to join. There was 
risk in every thing. 

Ihe President announced that he 
had a letter from Mr. Olof Hanson, 
President of the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf. At his request 
Rev. Mr. AUalmugh read the letter. 

A paper written by Mr. G. M. 
Teegarden, concerning the Pitts- 
burg liocal Branch, was read l»y 
Mr. Allabongh. 

Mr. Wm. II. Lipsett six)ke about 
the work of the Pliiladelphia Local 
Branch. He commended the work, 
of the Pittsburg branch as being 
good, and 1 bought that the next 
convention should be held in Pitts- 
burg. 

At the request of the President, 
the Secretary read a letter from 
Mr. R. M. Barker, Secretary of the 
Johnstown Local Branch. 

Rev. Mr. Allabongh wanted the 
Convention to know that Mrs. Eva 
Kane made the quilt mentioned in 
the Johnstown letter. It was sold 
by rafTle and pro«luced fI9.25. Slw 
did all the v " ' iHelf. (Applause).

Hesiilved, That we favor legislative en- 
actment that will make such imiKisition 
uunishable by law.

Mr. Elmer Fiese, of Steelton, the 
father of a pupil at Mt. Airy, hap- 
pened to be present at the time ami 
hear«l the resolutions. He request e<i 
tlte Court House janitor to bring a 
certain law-book from the library, 
aad had a statute shown to the ef 
feet that such impostor would be 
put into prison for six months or 
must pay a fine »f c.v .» lumdrt^d dol- 
lars if caught.

The following is an exceipt from 
the Haverhill, Mass., Qazetie, and 
has reference to tbe father of Mr. 
George T. Sanders, of Philadelphia. 

Taken suddenly ill on the road 
and cared for hj' strangers, Thomas 
Sanders died nnex{>ecte«lly yester- 
day aftern(K>n, August 7th, at a 
farm honHe in the out«kirts of the 
town of Derry, N. II. News of the 
detilh came to this city, Haverhill, 
Mass., last evening, over the tele- 
phone of which be was one of the 
original promoters. The IxHly was 
brought to this city today. Mr. 
Sanders left Haverhill a week ago 
yesterday for a carriage drive to 
Eaftt Br(K)kfield, Vt., where he 
planned to vinit the farm where he 
itpeat his youth and early manhood. 
He proposed making the trip akiue 
and had reached Hubbard station 
on the outskirts of Derry, when he 
was taken ill and sought refnge at 
the home of Orlando Kimhali, ex- 
pecting that he would Hoon be able 
to continue his journey. His condi- 
tion grew rapidly worse and medical 
attendance was summoned, but all 
efforts to stay the end weie of no 
avail and he breathed his last be- 
tween 1 and 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

In 1873 the deceased became ac- 
quainted witb Alexander <^lr!il.Hm 
Bell, the inventor of tbe i ••, 

which was first patented m ni6. 
Bell came to live at the Sanders 
home in .Salem and he and the de- 
(jeased were equal partners in the 
early days when the invention was 
being perfecte<l. I^ler Gardiner 
G. Hubbard, of Cambridge, a 
lawyer of Boston, came iu as a third 
partner. The telephone was first 
make Ut talk on March 10th, 1870, 
and hell moved his workshop from 
Salem to iifjston. 

Mr. Sanders was tbe only man 
with money who dared to stake il 
on the future of tbe telephone, and 
not mainly for business reasons, 
as t>oth !

Dear Mr. Editor :— In a letter 
in the Journal for August lOtli, I 
called Mr. Hansou's attention to 
the ciicumstance that two mem- 
bers of the Executive CommiHee 
were delinquent in payment of their 
annual dues June 5lli, the dale of 
the vote on an important molion 
before the Commiltoe, and asked 
Mr. Hanson what he intended to do 
about it. 

His reply was to the effect that 
" there is nothing in the constitu- 
tion or bylaws todisquHlify a voter 
under the circumslano«'8. Con- 
sequent ly the vote is p«%feclly 
legal." 

Concerning membership in tlie 
Association, the Constitution m.ikes 
the following provision : 

*'Anj' deaf citizen of the 
United States may become a 
member of this Association up- 
on payment of the initiation 
fee (see By-Law I., Sec 1.) and 
may remain as such upon pay- 
ing the annual membership 
due. (By-Law I., Sec. 1.) 

Tho secliiuis of the By-Laws ro- 
ferreil to are as follows : 

"The initiation fee of this 
Association shall be $1.00 for 
each member." 

"The annnni membership 
due shall be fifty cents for each 
member, payable on "r liofore 
June Ist." 

From a statement by IVeasurer 
Freeman in the last issue of the 
Journal, It appears that he called 
Mr. Hanson's attention officially to 
the delinquency of these two gentle- 
men, and according to his interpi'e- 
tation of the articles quoted above, 
they were no longer members of the 
Association, and thai at all events 
they were not (pialified to vote. 

The only possible conslniclion 
that can bo placed upon this pro- 
vision of the Constitution, is that if 
a person who has paid' the initia- 
tion fee fails to pay his annual 
membership fee when duo, helhero- 
by forfeits all rights and privileges 
in the Associatioii and is no longer 
a member. Mr. Han.son's course in 
this matter Is what might be ex- 
pected. It is another instance of 
the perverse nial-administratiim of 
the affairs of the As.sociation of 
which he has been guilty during 
the past twelve months and that is 
becoming more and more flagrant 
as lime passes by. 

The question is how long the As- 
sociation will subinil to such a com- 
bination of iiicompetenee, procias- 
tinalioii, and wilful ilisregaid of 
its instructions and it« constitution.

Lord! What Fools these 
Mortals be! 

Drar Mr. Editor : — My copy of 
the Journal for August 31st, is just 
to hand and j^rt of the news it con- 
veys fills me with genuine regret. 

I refer to Mr. Hanson's statemeut 
that he has dismissed Mr. Regens- 
burg from the Executive Committee 
of the N. A. D. and to the letter 
signed by Messrs. Gray, Carrel, 
Loucks and Regensburg, tendering 
their resignation as members of the 
Moving Picture Fund Committee. 

Under date of August 17th, Mr. 
Regensburg .sent his resignation as 
Executive Committee member to 
Mr. Hanson. Mr. Hanson's state- 
ment is dated August 21st, four 
days later. There arises the ques- 
tion whether Mr. Hanson received 
Mr. Regensburg's resignation before 
he .sent his statement. At all events 
he must have received the resigna-- 
tion within one day after he sent his 
statement to the Journal, and a 
telegram or even a letter might im- 
mediately been sent doing Mr. Re- 
gensburg the justice of ackuowleging 
his resignation, cancelling the letter 
ofjdismissal, and thus avoiding what 
must appear a " grand stand play." 
This view of the case is confirmed 
by the circumstance that in the Ob- 
sct-iur of August 31st, received to- 
day, Mr. Han.son commits the folly 
of appending to his official statement 
a private letter to Mr. Regensburg 
that if it were printed at all should 
be printed only by the recipient. 
The eflect nuist be to cast doubt up- 
on the siucerity of Mr. Hausou's 
motives. 

This " grand staud play" of Mr. 
Hanson of publishing his personal 
letters to others, but not the letters 
to which they claim to be replies, 
has become a habit, and it is to be 
doubted if this course wins either 
respect or confidence for Mr. Han- 
son. It may also be questioned 
whether any one has a legal right to 
publi.sh a private letter addressed to 
another, and with the evident inten- 
tion of humiliating the addressee, 
without obtaining the latter' s con- 
sent. 

As prime cauae for ' ' dismissiiig' ' 
Mr. Regensburg, Mr. Hanson gives 
Mr. Regensburg's letters in the 
Journal for June 8th and August 
3d- 

Perhaps Mr. Regensburg said 
things in these letters that accord- 
ing to official etiquette he should 
not have said, but he had precedent 
and provocation iu plenty, for it was 
Mr. Hanson who first misused his 
official columns in making them 
vehicles for a persoual attack upon 
Mr. Regensburg. As it is, I believe 
Mr. Regensburg was quite temperate 
in his retort, much more so than I 
would have been under the circum- 
tances. 

I regret, therefore, that Mr. Han- 
son Qould not past over Mr. Regens- 
burg's two letters and regard them 
as provoked by his own cour.se. 1 
trust you will agree with me, Mr. 
Editor, that gooti sense on Mr. Hau- 
sou's part would have required one 
of two things, either to ignore Mr. 
Regensburg's letters altogether, or 
quick as the blind lightning to in- 
flict the punishment he was in a 
I>ositiou to administer. Unfortunate- 
ly he did neither. 

Instead, he had to wait until 
friends in print and private letters 
had to show him that he had been 
" iu.sidteil," and that Mr. Regens- 
burg had committed a crime. Pro- 
bably he would l>e vacillating and de- 
bating with himself still, had not 
Mr. Regensburg's resignation spur- 
red him to an attempt to " save his 
face." 

As it is, I believe that it is Mr. 
Regensburg and not Mr. Hanson 
who is to be congratulated. 

Mr. Regensburg's record in the 
.service of the Association is unsur- 
passed. His success with the Mov- 
ing Picture Fund entitles him to the 
grateful thanks not only of the As- 
sociation but of the deaf as a class 
entire. The work for this fund call- 
ed forth unlimited patience and the 
finest tact, and the esteem iu which 
Mr. Regensburg is held without ex- 
ception by the scores of leading deaf 
the country over, who worked with 
and aided him iu this cause, must 
throw the discredit of his dismis.sal 
from the Executive Committee not 
upon him but upon Mr. Hanson. 
It is the first it\stance when Mr. 
Regensburg was uuable to get along 
courteously with any one in N. A. 
D. business. The resignation of the 
Fund committee, composed as it was 
of men of the highest standing iu 
their respective Slates, and for the 
same reasons that first awakened 
Mr, Regensburg's opposition, must 
strengthen this view of the case. 

For it was the management of this 
fund that was the cause of the strife. 
So far from t lUienced by my 

advice, as is by Mr. Han- 

private letter iu 
' i to above, Mr. 

Regensburg s ix>.sition was that 
which any self-res^xscting man 
would take in the premises. It is 
the same {losition slated by Messrs. 
Gray, Carrell and Loucks, iu their 
letter of resignation. If Mr, Han- 
.son really has the suo-^ss of this 
fund at heart, or really considers the 
welfare of the N. A. D., he vvill re- 
verse his decision in the Moving 
Picture Fund matter, de^-lare the 
Allabough amendment carried, on 
the technicality that Messrs. Roth- 
ert and Rolwrts were not at the time 
members of the Association, and 
then Ijeg the entire Committee to re- 



consider its resignation and stay 
with his administration. He would 
further recognize Mr, Regensburg's 
resignation from the Ex. Committee 
and beg him to withdraw it. The 
M. P, Committee has acquired valu- 
able expert knowledge of its subject, 
a knowledge that will be a distinct 
loss to the Association, and it will 
take many months of study arid cor- 
respondence by any new connuittee 
that Mr. Hanson may appoint to 
equal. * 

It should be added also that Mr. 
Hanson is under great personal and 
political obligations to Mr. Regens- 
burg. Mr. Regensburg might have 
been a powerful ciindidate for the 
presidency at Colorado Springs. A 
full year before the meeting, his 
friends mentioned him for the office. 
It was then that I wrote him and 
begged him for the good of thecaH,se 
not to be a candidate, but to throw 
his strength to Mr. Hauson. Had 
he declined to accept ray suggestion 
he would have been entirely within 
his rights, but like myself he ex- 
jiected that Mr, Hanson would be 
able to bring about an era of good 
feeling and to unite the opposing 
factions iu the N. A. D. We were 
both deceived. 

And right here let me repeat that 
I am not attempting to " run" Mr. 
Han.sou's administration for him, as 
he charges in the Obsmier private 
letter referred to. Mr. Han.son 
.seems to have had this idea from the 
first. He asked me if I had such an 
intention when his administration 
was barely one month old, and my 
immediate reply was my resignation 
from his Executive Committee as 
well as a refusal to serve on any 
other committee. My first "attack" 
upon Mr. Hanson was provoked by 
his failure to submit to the Com- 
mittee a motion th,it had been pro- 
perly made and seconded. My sub- 
sequent opix).sition was called forth 
by his disregard of the instrnctions 
given him by the Association in con- 
vention. 

The point at issue is whether Mr, 
Hanson is right in withholding nro- 
tions that he does uot like and in ig- 
noring the instructions given by the 
Convention. It strikes me, Mr. 
Editor, that uo jierson with a grain 
of self-respect would care to remain 
on a committee whose chairman thus 
Ignores the rights of his associates. 
Were I still a meml>er of the com- 
mittee, I .should send in my resigna- 
tion for this rea.son alone. I should 
not be surprised also were Mr. Re- 
gensburg to further resign from the 
Committee on IMnting the Colorado 
Springs reix»rt, in view of the tone of 
Mr. Hanson's closing sentence in 
hit statement. It is not incumbent 
uix)n Mr. Regensburg " as Secretary 
to attend to the printing of the pro- 
ceedings." His dnty ends when he 
has completed his minutes. Whe- 
ther he consents lo attend to their 
publication depends entirely uporv 
his good will and upon his willing- 
ness to serve as a memlwr of the 
committee on publication. 

It is an anfortunate mess all 
through, and no one is to blame for 
it but Mr. Han.son. The exercise 
of a very little broad-minded tact 
would have avoided the whole 
trouble. His lack of discernment 
when it came to jndging the temjier 
of his co-laborers — he seems to re- 
gard them as subordinates — and his 
fear that to accept the advice of 
others was tantamount to confession 
that he wiis wearing .ly's

lay. To this demand we as a mem- 
ber of the National Association of 
the Deaf, a former member who 
served on the Committee on the 
Endowment Fund, also one of the 
personal contributors to this fund, 
<k) hereby unanimously second Mr. 
Veditz, that Mr. Hanson Immediate- 
ly announce the names of those he 
has appointed to serve on this Com- 
mittee. That the work for the 
building up this fund bo pushed 
aiiead without further obstacle 
thrown around its path to bar its 
progress. 

If may not bo ont of place in this 
connection to add that shortly ptior 
to the close of Mr. Vedilz's admin- 
istration as president of the N. A. 
D., we in a private letter to the 
following gentlemen who c^inslitut- 
ed members of the Conimitlee, Mr. 
Veditz, Dr. Fox and Mr. F. R. 
(ilray, expressed it as our belief it 
wouUI Im) wiser tp retain all the 
members on this Comcittee an- 
other three years.

It is proposed to create a in(>iiioriHl 
to the late Itev. Thomas (ialluudet, 
U.D., by the ereution of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
D(»af-Mut(*s. The present Church 
is situated on HRtli Htreot, just west 
of Amstrtrdain Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the -itreet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a liuilding as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church ediiiiteand beac<«iiter 
of religious and social life amongst 
tlie silent peoples. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed thephurch 
with which his naire has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
niitted, hiuI it in supKostcd as a 
niost (llting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
tlie deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-Hve feet 
along the street front aud tweuty- 
flve feet in depth. It will be three 
BtorlQS in height, with a basement, 
aud will be used for the social, re- 
Ugious and i'ldustrial needs of the 
4»af-muteH of New York. Th» 
amount reipiired for " The (4allau- 
dot Memorial I'arisli Building'.' will 
be about ii^:i(),OOU, and the building 
Itself, in its position aud purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to hlni whoso life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
